J. KENNICOTT 
DIES AT HOME 
IN ARLINGTON 


85-Year Old Contractor 
Lived in Community 
72 Years 


A fter living in and around A r­ 
lington H eights 
72 
years, Ju an 
Alonzo Kennicott died Thursday 
afternoon in his home. G20 N orth 
Dunton avenue, Arlington Heights. 
He was 85 years old. 
Funeral ser­

Burial was 
in Arlington H eights cemetery. 
Mr. Kennicott was born Decem­

He was a carpenter con­ 
trac to r and am ong the structures 
which he erected were m any homes 
and business places including the 
Berbecker building. 
He also built

In the early days he hauled lum ­ 
ber behind horses from Chicago. 
L abor was so much cheaper than 
m aterials th a t I -inch boards were 
sawed 
by 
hand 
into

boards to save lumber. 
He retired 
from business more th an a decade 
ago. 
Mr. Kennicott was the founder 
and for m any years president of

Cary, an organization of a group 
of A rlington residents with sum ­ 
m er homes along the Fox river. 
For m any years he was a justice 
of the peace.

from the drouth as corn in other 
states, farm ers w’ho use mechani­ 
cal corn pickers this fall will need 
to give special attention to the e f­ 
ficient operation of the machines, 
in the opinion of A. I,. Young, a g ­ 
ricultural engineer at the College 
of Agriculture, University of Illi­ 
nois. 
l ow corn yields always tend to 
m ake higher harvesting costs for 
each bushel picked. 
W ith many 
of the stalks badly lodged there is 
added 
danger 
of 
g re ater 
loss 
through corn left in the field this 
fall. 
This less usually consists of 
corn shelled at the snapping rolls 
and ears th a t the machine fails to 
g ath er as it is pulled across the 
field. 
J e s ts made .by the agricultural 
engineering departm ent of the U.
